The Rev. Paul H. Linn, pastor of the 
Scruggs Memorial Church and chairman 
of the Ministers’ Alliance Committee, 
assumed that the home rule bills were 
érawn for the purpose of openly vio- 
lating the law in St. Louis on Sunday. 
Iie did not believe a bill would be ef- 
fective even if the removal power was 
placed in the hands of the Governor, 
who, he insinuated, would hesitate to 
remove a derelict or incompetent offi- 
cial. He preached against home rule 
in his congregation last Sunday, he 
said, and at the close of his sermon 
827 men, women and children signed a 
protest against the Business Men's 
League bills. 
. The Rev. J. Layton Mauze, pastor of 
Central Presbyterian Church, was more 
temperate in his discussion. He was 
disposed to fight home rule, he said, be- 
cause the bills under consideration did 
not provide the proper safeguards 
against lawlessness. He expressed the 
view that some of the members of the 
Business Men's League who had gone 
on record for the bills would regret 
their decision. He would not undertake 
to say that 150,000 St. Louisans were 
against the bills, but said the churches 
comprising the Evangelical Alliance rep- 
resented that number of pegple. 
Hawes denied the brewers were back 
of the home rule bill. 
“I have not heard of a single brewer 
who is for home rule nor of one who ex- 
pects to see the lid lifted,” he said. 
“The home rule movement is not a 
new thing. It has been agitated for 
many years. Joseph W. Folk, former 
Governor of Missouri, made it a lead- 
ing issue in his campaign for Governor.” 
Folk’s Views on Heme Rule. 
The Rev. W. G. Johnston of the City 
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Folk s not now against home rule.” 
"Notas I kgjow of,”’ he answered. 
‘Ign’t he fighting the Bates Business 

Men’s League bill?’’ 

“Gov. folk, in the presence of Gov. 
Major at dinner at the Planters Hotel, 
told me that he favored the appointive 
system for police, excise and election 
commissioners, provided the removal 
power was placed in the hands of the 
Governor.” 

“I did not become.a convert to home 
rule,’’ continued Hawes, “until my party 
had spoken on the question. Home rule 
for St. Louis was written into the Dem- 
ocratiec platform at the Joplin conven- 
tion. Its author is United States Sen- 
ator James A. Reed. The Republican 
party is on record for it. In the last 
campaign I made 44 speeches in St. 
Louis. In all of them I emphasized the 
Democratic pledge to give St. Louis 
home rule. The Business Men’s League, 
the Merchants’ Exchange, Million Pop- 
ulation Club and other organizations de- 
cided to take up the matter after elec- 
tion and they employed an eminent law- 
yer to draft the bill, 

“The day after the Business Men’s 
League agreed to support the Bates bill 
this man Warren announced through his 
paper that the bill was inspired by the 
brewers. That was a lie, and this man 
Warren knew it when he wrote it. 

“The open Sunday in the large cities 
of the country, New York, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Boston, Baltimore and Denver, 
is a thing of the past. 

“Brewers Satisfied With Lid.” 

“Ten years ago there was no general 
ubservance of the closing statutes. But 
the Sunday lid has come to stay. There 
are hundreds of saloon men in St. Louis 
who do not want to see it taken off. 
The brewers, I am told, are satisfied 
with present conditions. 

“Representative Hay of Callaway, the 
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system providing for the election of po- 
lice, excise and election oOfficials,”” asked 
Hay. 

“Because experience has shown that 
the appointive system is the preferable. 
No city in the world elects its excise 
commissioner, The modern tendency is 
toward concentration of responsibility. 
We are trying to shorten the ballot, in- 
stead of lengthening it. With the elective 
form of home rule, the bad elements in 
both parties could easily get control of 
police and excise affairs.”’ 

“This man here,” said Hawes, point- 
ing to Warren, “advocated a bipartisan 
elective system, a ridiculous and un- 
heard of proposition. I ask Mr. Rob- 
bins, who is on the other side, if such 
a measure would not be absolutely un- 
constitutional.”’ 

“It certainly would,”’ said Robbins. 

“Do you recall,’”’ asked Hay, “in ay 
article in’ a St. Louis morning paper 
about a year ago, in which Lyman 
T. Hay complained of poor business 
conditions in St. Louis and suggeste¢c 
the city ought to have home rule so the 
lid could be lifted?’

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MERCHANTS SAY 
BUSINESS MAN T5 
NEEDED FOR P. 0. 


Next Postmaster Must Be a Man 
of Executive Capacity, Many 
Citizens Agree. 


Criticism of the St. Louis postal serv- 
ice by business men, interviews with 
whom were published in the Post-Dis- 
patch and following which inspectors 
were assigned to investigate conditions 
in the St. Louis postoffice, has stirrred 
commercial and improvement organiza- 
tions into a lively discussion of the 
subject. One organization has appoint- 
ed a committee-to look into the situa- 
tion and recommend steps to bring about 
some improvement in the handling of 
mail. - 

Representatives of organizations em- 
bracing the commercial and residential 
districts of the city have expressed the 
hope that President-elect Wilson in ap- 
pointing a new Postmaster will seek a 
man who will appreciate the necessity 


service to such an extent that it will 
be in keeping with the city’s commercial 
progress and population increase. 

“President Wilson will greatly serve 
the interests of the business men of 8t. 
Louis if he will appoint a Postmaster 
with strong executive ability,” said Sam- 
uel Rosenfeld, president of the West 
End Business Men's Association. “We 
need a man who will administer the 
business of the postoffice in such a 
manner that we will get a swift, effi- 
cient and thorough service. 

Teo Much Economy. 

‘There has been too muth economy 
practiced and it has cheapened the serv- 
ice. The business of St. Louis extending 
to the East, West, North and South 
and depending to a large extent on mail 
deliveries, should be of great concern 
to the postoffice. The competition of 
other commercial centers, such as Kan- 
sas City, Memphis and Louisville, de- 
mands that the business men of St. 
Louis have their mail delivered promptly, 
so that orders can be filled immediately. 
“Delay in the delivery of St. Louis 


| mail is a subject of general complaint. 


It is due to the policy of economy and 
St. Louis commerce is the sufferer.” 

A. L. Shapleigh, president of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, said: ‘‘As to the 
new Postmaster, I don’t care where he 
comes from, or whether he is a business 
man or a politician. What I want to see 
is a man who can deliver the goods. A 
business training should, of course, be 
helpful to a man in such a place. The 
job is, first of all, an administrative 
one, and calls for a man with capacity 
for organizing and administering. A 
man whe can do these things, and who 
will take pains to learn what St. Louis 
and will 
use all the means at his command to 
supply that need, should make a satis- 
factory Postmaster. 


Criticises Washington. 
“T think the trouble in the St. Louis 


mail service has been due to the Wash- 
ington office, and to defects in train 
service, rather than to local distribu- 
tion arrangements.’’ 

“Members of our organization are 
complaining bitterly about the caliber 
of mail service we are getting,” said 
H. W. Weisheyer, president of the North 
St. Louis Business Men’s Association. 
“The service is not at all in keeping 
with the amount of revenue the Govern- 


‘iment has been getting from St. Louis 


business houses in postage. There has 
been too great a saving at the expense 
of service. The force is not large 
enough. 

“‘We need a Postmaster who will be 
keen to the importance of improving the 
service so that it will meet the demands 
of our increasing business. The busi- 
ness men in this part of the city com- 
plain that they receive their mail after 
they have started their wagons and 
trucks out for the day and the delay 
greatly handicaps them in their efforts 
to keep up with the trade.”’ 


City Pays for Better Service, 
Charles H. Thuner, president of the 


South Broadway Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, said: ‘‘For the revenue it con- 
tributes the city certainly deserves a 
better postal service than it has been 
getting. President Wilsen will confer 
a great favor on the business men of 
St. Louis if he appoints a Postmaster 
with business training sufficient to en- 
able him to see the need of improve- 
ment in the service and with enough ad- 
ministrative force to bring about the 
improvement necessary.”’ 

“The Tenth Ward Improvement As- 
sociation has appointed a special com- 
mittee to investigate the cause of poor 
mail service in this city,”’ said Arthur 
Stoehr, secretary of that organization. 
“We have been informed that while 
some clerks are being overworked others 
are not performing even a minimum 
day’s work in 10 hours. The efficiency 
of the mail servicé has not kept up with 
the increase of St. Louis business and 
population. We need a Postmaster whe 
will be alive to the situation and give 
us a better service.’’ 


Same Service as Years Ago. 
Attorney Harry A. Rosskopf presi- 


dent of the Tower Grove Improvement 
Association, which embraces the resi- 
dential district southwest of Tower 
Grove Park, said the postal service in 
that territory is the same today as it 
was when the neighborhood was a wil- 
derness. 

“There is a population of about 7000 
in our district now,” said he, “ane 
there are not enough carriers to déliver 
the mail promptly. I have heard nu- 
merous complaints about the service. 
The few carriers we have leave the 
branch station on Grand avenue and Ar- 
senal street about 8:30 a. m., for the 
first delivery. Each man carries about 
fifty pounds of mail. That is too much 
of a load for one man, especially when 
he has a large territory to cover. There 
has been no perceptible increase in the 
force of carriers in ouf district in: the 
past 10 years." 

“It makes no difference whether the 
next Postmaster is a business man or 
politician, so long as he is honest and 
capable,” said Isaac H. Sawyer, presi- 
dent of the Manufacturers’ and Export- 
ers’ Association. “A good politician 
would be better than a poor business 
man, just as a good business man would 
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of increasing the efficiency of the postal | 





who will know how to 
conduct the postal service here so that 
it will be a credit rather than a detri- 
ment to the city. We cannot operate a 
50fShorsepower business with a 20-horse- 
power postal service.”’ 

Service Must Be Improved. 

John L. Messmore, président of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, said: ‘“‘We want 
a business man for Postmaster. A poli- 
tician will not fit in the job because he 
will not appreciate the importance of 
increased mail facilities. The service is 
not what it ought to be and should be 
improved.” 

R. W. Shapleigh of the Norvell-Shap- 
leigh Hardware Co. is of the opinion 
that the responsibility for lack of mail 
facilities is not due to the local staff of 
postoffice workers, but to a poor train 
schedule. 

“The service will be greatly improved 
if the train schedule, which has not 
been revised since 1905, will be changed 
so that Eastern mail will arrive in the 
city more frequently and at earlier 
hours,” said he. “I would much prefer 
a business man as Postmaster than to 
see a politician appointed -to that im- 
portant position.” 

Oo. F. Richards, general manager of 
the Simmons Hardware Co., said: “A 
business man, rather than a politician, 





ghould be Postmaster. The kind of man 


generally denoted by the term 
ticilan’ is the very sort of man who is 
not wanted for Postmaster.’’ 

Stanley B. Simpson of the Meyer 
Brothers Hardware Co. said: “The mail 
service of St.Louis needs much improve- 
ment. We want a business man as 
Postmaster who will increase the eff- 
ciency of the department.”’

SURE, SAYS NEGRO PASTOR 


Milwaukee Preacher Declares 
Proposed Wisconsin . Law 
Cannot Prevent It. 


MADISON, Wis., Feb. ¢6.—“There will 
be amalgamation of the races in spite 
of any law,” predicted J. W. Woods, a 
Milwaukee negro preacher today in a 
letter protesting against the passage of 
the Stewart bill prohibiting marriage of 
whites and blacks, now before the Wis- 
consin Legislature. 

“It is therefore,” he continued, “‘far 
better, from @ moral and social view- 
point, to let the matter be regulated by 
individual choice rather than to prevent 
decent matrimonial unions by unconsti- 
tutional enactment,” 

Wisconsin negroes have begun a cam- 
paign to encompass the defeat of the 
measure, which was designed, according 
to Assemblyman Stewart, to prevent 
such marriages as that of Jack Johnson 
and Lucille Cameron, 

The Booker Washington Forum of Mil- 
waukee, in a memorial addressed to the 
Legislature, declared the measure “a 
vicious attempt at class legislation con- 
trary to the political and socia] economy 
of our Republican institutions.”

Missouri Assembly Hears Noted 
Lecturer Make Plea for Votes- 
for-Women. 


By MARGUERITE MARTYN. 

POST + DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, Feb. 6. — All the 
fears and secret forebodings of the st. 
Louis Equal Suffrage League were set 
at naught when Missouri. manhood re- 
ceived and lfStened to Dr. Anna Shaw 
with good-humored, nay, enthusiastic at- 
tention for an allotted three-quarters of 
an hour this morning in the House of 
Representatives. 

Dr. Shaw was in her element. With- 
out notes and without pausing for 
breath, she brought home point after 
point to the wonder and bewilderment 
of the men who were loud and spontan- 
eous in their applause. - 

She’ wore a gray velvet gown, with 
yoke .of silver lace, edged with chintz 
embroidery. 

What Her Niece Said, 

She began with a nice reference to so- 
called- persecution of politicians. She 
told consolingly the amusing story of 
Lou Lee, her little niece, who said: 

“They've been calling Aunt Anna 





years, sO you needn't mind.” 

This stOry was inappropos in the light 
of last night’s happenings in the Legis- 
lature and elicited groans of derision. — 


Wilson’s article, to which she replied 
by substituting the word ‘‘men’”’ in place 
of ‘“‘trusts’’ and ‘‘combines’’ and ‘‘wom- 
en’’ in place of ‘‘men.’’ 

She-narrated the history of equal suf- 
frage as it is in effect in various parts 
of the world, and declared’ it’ to be a 
part of the universal wave of democ- 
racy. She pointed out the coincidence 
that suffrage is always extended to a 
new state adjoining one where suffrage 
is already in force. : 

Suffrage should extend from Kan- 
sas to Missouri, she thought.

She pointed out that When men want 
to appear especially dignified and trust- 
worthy they always don a gown. 

“They couldn’t decide the Steel Trust 
ease until they had got into their 
gowns,’ she said. 

She drew many of her inferences from 
the sayings of Jefferson, and referred to 
the provision about race, color and 
previous condition of servitude. Women, 
she thought, should qualify under the 
latter qualification. She said: 

“We don’t trust you men any more 
than you trust each other and none of 
you will leave his fate even in the 
hands of these, his dear comrades.” 
Concluding, she apologized for infring- 
ing on the allotted time, saying: 

“This is our first chance and you men 
have had it all these years.”’ 
Afterwards a humorous and polite res- 
clution was read offering every imagin- 
eble hospitality to the women visitors 
and warning certain bachelor members 
to keep themselves hid.

The scene in the State Senate chamber at 
Jefferson City Wednesday, pronounced the most 
disgraceful in the records of 42 years, and 
the principals in it have little to do with the 
plain St. Louis citizen's desire to have more to 
say about how his town shall be run and how his 
money shall be spent.

The report of the State Board of Charities and 
Corrections calls attention to the fact that there 
are 300 orphan children in Missouri for whom no 
provision is made, they being beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of Juvenile Courts and Boards of Children’s 
Guardiafis. These children, under existing laws, 
may be committed.to industrial schools or county 
poorhouses. In many cases, when so committed, 
they are compelled to associate with criminals 
and imbeciles. The recent investigation of the 
almshouses proves how unsuitable they are for the 
care and education of orphans. 

These children are not delinquent—simply de- 
pendent, helpless, looking to the community for 
such aid as it may be disposed to give. Why

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THE MORRIN-BARRY BAIL. , 

The reasons given by Frederick D. Gardner for 
completing the bail bonds of Paul J. Morrin 
and John H. Barry, the local labor leaders con- 
victed in the dynamite conspiracy cases, are cred- 
itable to him and to his employes. They show 
an excellent spirit of appreciation and fellowship 
on the part of an employer which should go far 
tu silence those who insist that the relation of 
employer and employe can be nothing but heart- 
less exploitation on the one side and revolt and 
hatred on the other. , 

But the act itself relieved a situation of un- 
usual hardship. Nothing but generosity on the 
part of disinterested men of means enables the 
convicted men to enjoy the benefit of bail during 
the appeal of their case. The bail bonds of $30,000 
and $40,000, condiuoned on the signatures of 
men whose property holdings must far exceed 
these amounts, placed freedom wholly beyond the 
reach of the persons legally entitled to bail. It 
was a practical denial of bail. . 

Without reflecting on the motives of the Court, 
the policy of fixing the amount of bond in vast 
excess of the resources of the men legally ad- 
mitted to bail may be questioned. These men 
had nothing. Even for a nonextraditable offense, 
would the bail bond of a millionaire be fixed at 
an amount many thousand times more than his 
fortune? 

It seems a mockery of law to declare a man’s 
legal right to freedom, but prescribe conditions 
which deprive him of its enjoyment.

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REDUCING THE ‘‘GAZIPE’’ OUTPUT. 
With a zip, the word “gazipe” comes to minis- 
ter to verbal poverty. Lawmaking’s own termi- 
nology is not without a few expressive terms, but 
is painfully meager. For the hidden precipices 
in legal texts over which those legislated for are 
expected to fall, the unsuspected provisions de- 
signed expressly to trip up other provisions, the 
‘“‘weasel words” that suck nutrient meaning out 
of common words, the legislative chamber has 
been without a name of descriptive precision. 

A §8t. Louis theatrical manager at a city hall 
hearing pointed out a ‘“‘gazipe” in an ordinance. 
He defined it as the deceptive stipulation by which 
unfair advantage is gained in a crafty theatri- 
cal agreement. It meant that somebody was 
handed something through a contract in his busi- 
ness just as somebody is handed something 
through a come-on circular, a gold brick sale, a 
green goods transaction in other businesses. 
“Jokers”—borrowed supposedly from the slap- 
stick or almanac but really from the card table, 
there being nothing humorous about it—are what 
plodding minds have called the clauses at which 
the real effect of a trick statute began to be per- 
ceived. “Gazipe” is not especially euphonious, 
but is a more useful word. A blank space in 
the dictionary was waiting for it. Our munici- 
pal assemblymen raturally grabbed at it. Alder- 
men generally, county board members, legislators, 
Congressmen will not be able to resist it. ““Gazipe” 
is certain to be a six-best-seller in new parlia- 
mentary words. | 

The only regret is that it comes into currency 
belatedly. Gazipes seemed to be the principal out- 
put of legislative bodies up to a few years ago.

WAR’S BIPRODUCT SLAUGHTER.

strong, of the harm inflicted on the 
highest ideals of the race.
